| vindicate once more the truth and, infal- 


libility of the Jewich faith, But in the 
middie of his tusk the finger of God 
vtouched. him, ho is suddenly converted ta 
the true faith, he becomes & copqnered 
rebel whom God leads.in triumph in face 
ot the world. Now to.what.can we attri- 
bute his outstanding success os a mis- 
sionary! We can of course dwell on his 
mystic temperament, we con emphasise 
his dialectic ‘power and religious inspira, 
tion but besides these things wé are im- 
mediately attracted, by his whole-hearted- 
ness, hia thoroughness. bis tremendous 
and: overwhelming enthusiasm. And 
when he - would -have. the Corinthians 


attain’ w life success, he tella them to 


consider the Istheninn games, to: learn 
from them the lessons of endurance pati- 
ence and struggle, There was a special 
fitness in the choice of such .an_ illustra. 
tion in writing to the Christians at 
Corinth. for it was-just outside their own 
city that onewof' the most famous of the 
festivala—the world ‘renawned Tathenian 
Games-—were celebrated every two years.

Wuex the first Republican «National 
Assembly, in Noxember ‘1911, passed no 
resolution adopting the Western Calen- 
dar it, no doubt, confidently expected 
that the people of China would conform 
to the new Government edict as readily 
as-did the people of Japan when the 
change from the lunar to. the solar year 
for the purposes of reckoning was 
made there, in 1872. No greater test 
of loyalty could perhaps be imposed 
on a people like the "Chinese ~or the 
Japanese ‘than a requirement. to obey | 


.Jsuch an order aa this; when we have 
regard to the great body of tradition and | ' 


ritual associated with this the greatest 
of all. festivals in the Chinese calendar. 
While, in Japan, the Edict was implicitly 
obeyed, und the lunar new year ‘ceased 
to be observed in the Mikado’s domains, 
the’ Edict, in China bas, counted for 
nought, except in offcial circles and 
among 2 comparatively infinitesimal 
number of Chinese business men ‘in the 
Treaty ‘ports, All official documents, we 
understand, ainee the. beginning of 1912 
have been dated according. to the 
Gregorian ‘aslendar, but” the Chinese 
people at Jarge persist in. reckoning by 
the Junar method. Fantily records are 
60 -kept,* tenancies of houses are so 


reckoned, and: all-the business of life: is'}- 


sdone ‘according to. the Junar calendar.

» He is mistaken in supposing that either 


of these matters affords any answer to 
this charge. .When he complains that his 
counsel has béen stopped or hindered in 
putting his case ‘before you. 1 am hound 
tq say I do not believe any counsel, in 
any court of justice has ever been allowed 
xreater latitude that hax been allowed to 
Mr. Cecil Hayes in this case. He ad- 
dressed you yesterday at considerable 
Jength, but until he came to tell you what 
evidence -he proposed, to adduce in’ sup- 
port of the plea of justification, his specch 
was a mixture of a diatribe ow politigjans 
and vituperative abuse of Mr. Churchill. 


Ho, told you among other things that a 
politician was a person with the hide of 
a rhinoceros and the skin of ‘a chameleon 
—a somewhat mixed -metaphor. . How 
either of those animals can do with the 
skin of the other J leave you to imagine, 
( Laughter.) 


You have no concern here with. any 
question of politics, and no concern

Some people, the judge continued, had 
heen saying ately .that in — polities 
honesty was not always’ the best policy. 
There might be people who still thought 
that it- would hive been better not to 
let the public know the extent of our 
Jutland losses at once. Lord Balfour 
took the. view that it was best to publish 
at once all that he knew. and believed. 
Referring to’ Mr. Churchill’s — cross- 
exainination, Mr. Justice’ Avory added 
that what was said a great many years 
ago remained true to-day, ‘The man 
who never makeoa. mistake never made 
anything.”

Referring to the evidence. of Mr.

sians, when their priests carried sprigs. 
of it when approaching the altar. So did 
the pagan. priests of Greece and» Rome, 
and the Druids. Jt. was n protection 
against witchcruft and sn hite, and a 
beautifier.. Women put sprigs-of it, in 
their bath in the old days, and smeared 
a decoction on their. face to .banish 
freckles. Tn. old England -a sprig was 
bung in the house toward off evil spirits, 
and a couplet, still chanted by country 
children, declares that: : " 


» “.Vervain and dill 
Hinder witebes of their will.” 


Mountuin ash, or rowan, was highly 
esteemed in ité chief haunts, Scotland, 
Wales and the Isle of Man, for its power 
“to ward off the evil eye. “Withered sprigs 
of it were carried in the pocket for this 
purpose, and crosses of the wood were 
made to hang over doors ‘nnd barns, 
the eaves of farm-houses, and even 
the nevks of. cattle on St. John’s } 

Yew was the sacred of the Drui 
uncanny influence clung to it, and it was 
supposed to enter into the mysterious 
‘hell broths " and other malevolent com- 
pounds of witches. It was considered 
that the belated wayfarer risked sickness 
“and death if he was so rash as to sleep 
under it. Mistletoe, onthe other hand, 
despite its intimate, associations ' with 
Druids, was held in’ good odour.
